NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20th February, 1991 

G.S.R, 129(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 13 of the Mines and Minerals (Re¬ 
gulation and Development) Act, 1957 (67 of 1957), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Mineral Concession Rules, 
1960, namely :—
